The Trade Unionists and Socialists have issued a manifesto 
reconmending workers and officials chroughont Germany to resume 
work, owing to the Government's pledge to withdraw the troops 
from Berlin, abolish Martial Law and not,attack armed workmen, 
Particularly in the Ruhr region, 

Meanwhile Reuter's correspondent at Paris, writing under to- 
day's date, says German officers repreenting the Ebert Government 
have. arrived and interviewed M. Millersnd, asking permission to 
. send Goverapseaal troops ta the neutral zone to restore order. It is 

weliably updérstood that the Allies have decided to give permission. 
coupled with necessary guarantees for the subsequent withdrawal of 
Germaa troops. A possible explanation of this conflicting informa- 
tion may be that the situation in Berlin has changed since the 
despatch of the Germans to Paris, causing the Ebert Government to 
revoke the policy invélving the sending of troops to the Rubr region. 
It is noteworthy on this matterthat France is most anxious thet 
order should be speedily restored in the Ruhr. region, as the con- 
tinuation of her industries largely depends on the coal therefrom.

Telegraphic Delays. 

Telegraphic delay has been the 
subject of avolamix sus correspon- 
dence more or less throughout the 
year and the following detailed ir- 
formation or this subject which 
has come to hand since this report 
was printed, will no doubt be of 
interest. 

The Londoa Chamber of Com- 
merce informs us, in reply to our 
advices that the question of tele 
graphic delay. has been constantly 
before thre Home Chambers, prac- 
tically ever since the Armistice! 
At the outset, efforts were voncen- 
trated upon the abolition of the 
sc-called Government Message ard 
the re-establishment of the un- 
restricted use of codes, registered 
telegraphic addresses, deferred 
rates etc. It was anticipated that

the war years, exposed as .they 
were to. the fall. blast of the 
enemy’s submarine and mine war- 
fare, althongh like all the other 
brave members of the Mercantile 
Marine,-the repairing ships of the 
Eastern Telegraph Compuy were 
at work, we are informed practi- 
cally night “and day. Owing 
to the enarmous demand, manufac- 
turers ate unable to promise de- 
livery of material for new cadies. 
In their own interests, as well as 
the Telegraph Company's and ours 
the present unsatisfactory position 
will no doubt be regulated as ex- 
peditiously as possible. We care 
further advised a new cable is 
being laid between the United 
Kingdom and Gibraltar, and orders 
are being given for the manufsc- 
ture of'a cable to provide a new 
fast speed line to the East, via 
Mediterranean, Red Sea, Bombay, 
Madras, and Sinsapore. A large 
“quantity -of-nex_apparatus is S180 
on order, which it is -stated will 
tend to increase the capacity of 
the existing cables. it is to’be 
hoped therefore that the time 
which . nmust-elapse before the 
Whole of these requirements are 
met will be as short as possible, and 
that the speed of transmission of 
telegrams, and comparative .free- 
dom from errors of which the Tele- 
graph Companies justly pmded 
themselves before'the War, will be 
resumed with the least possible de- 
lay. I regret to have to mention 
however that'in some cases the 
delays to particular telegrams are 
linexplicable and it is difficult te 
believe that the local ‘system is 
net at fault somewhere when mes- 
sages for firms not 5 minutes 
walk from the Telegraph Office 
take 45 minutes in delivery, 


also 
when a message from Singapore to 
Hongkong takes 90 hours one day 
and one immediately before or 
‘after is delivered in under 24 
hours." ° ” 

Cases of-this kind are serious 
handicaps to trade and may cavar 
great inconvenience and the lose 
of large sums of money. With 
reference to the much discussed 
subject of “urgent” rates it is to 
ke hoped the Telegraph Company 
will soun be able to ‘make sugh 
arrangements as will reduce to 
normal the too frequent present 
necessity of having to pay three 
times the tariff rate for what it 
is feated has too often, proved a 
doubtful advantage. , 

I mention these matters in the 
‘true interests of the Telegraph 
Co. and of Trade generally. 

The Mails. 

The delay to the outward Mails. 
also referred to in our report has 
Leen curtailed during the year by 
Shipment per Indir Mail Steam- 
ers via  Muarseil.es, Bombay, 
Negapatam, and Singapore, which 
however necessitates a wait 
the latter port for a direct steamez 
for China, That is the reason, 
gentlemen,- why. some mails arrive 
more quickly than others, the time 
in transit -necessariiy depending 
upen the wait at Singapore for the 
frst most expeditious steamer for 
Hongkong. It will be readily un- 
derstood that the first steamer 
leaving may not be the quickest, 
therefore descrimination on the 
part of the Post Office at Singapore 
may sometimes be necessary. J 
understand the Postmaster Gen- 
eral is making enquiries regarding 
the possibility of forwarding 
Homeward Mails also by this 
rovte, when a2 more direct service 
isnot available, Some merchants 
indeed already forward lettera for 
Europe etc. to their friends. in 
Singapore to be reposted by the 
weckly mail thence via Novapatam 
and Bombay.

“ Somethree years ago, the Southern leaderS assembled their 
political forces in Canton for the alleged purpose of preserving the 
independence of the South Western Provinces of Chiria and .of con- 
cluding the task bogun by the Old Parliament of thoroughly revising 
the Constitution ofthe Republic, Since those days. much water has 
flawed beneath the bridges, but what has actually been accomplished 
by these self-styled saviours of the nation? So far as the fulfilment 
‘of their professed objects goes, absolutely nothing. Hu: there has, 
unhappily, been a sorry crop of other developments tending: to 
‘discredit the so-called Military Governmentand all associated with 
it. Corruption in official quarters has been as rife as ever, gambling 
(which was supposed to have heen suppressed) has reappeared, 
squabbles have arisen amongst the factions clamouring ‘for the 
spoils of office. actual fighting has‘occurred between rival military

Not a few disinterested observers of the developments of 
recént years in Canton have long since been convinced of the 
hojlowness of the movement. They are now fully vindicated in their 
viewpoint by the Cantonese of Shanghai, who have sent a strongly- 
worded communication to the Military Government of the South. 
The powerful Canton Guild in the Northern Settlement has fully 
considered the situation and in-the name of-the whole body of 
Canton residents and merchants in Shanghai has confessed itself 
Gisillusioned. A'fter referring io the inauguration of the Canton 
movement, the Guild's communication, addressed to the leaders in 
Canton, states thatits members were under the wrong impression 
that after the pulling down of the Northern Government, they 
would enjoy liberty and blessing for their past, sufferings.

LOCAL SHIPBUILDING. 
There can be littlé doubt that 


the speech made by the Chairman: 
“rstthewntiat 


“resting of share- 
holders of the Hongkong and 
Whampoa Dock Company has 
been read with considerable 
gratification, not only. by the 
shareholders of the Company but 


‘jalso by all those who look toship~ 


building as a local industry that 
is capable cf considerable ex- 
pansion. The outlook of optimists 
is somewhat | justified by the 


‘lannouncement that: during the 


past year the extensions mude to 
the Companys'syards now permitit 
toundertake construction of the 
largest type of véssels, and with 
the advertisement that the ships 
already turned outhave provided, 
there should be plenty of orders 
coming along forlocal people. It 
was fitting also that recognition 
was made of the fact that the 
moving spirit behind the success 
of the undertaking ts the Chief 
Manager, Mr. R. M. Deer, and 
the gratification of shareholders 
was very ‘suitably expressed at 
the meeting. With such an 
industry as shipbuilding there is 
the natural association of stecland 
other metals. and it is within 
that 
‘the mainlands of the New Ter- 
ritories and nearby .portions of 
Kwangtung are capable of rich 
mineral development. It is, one 
of those things that rightly falls 
tc’ the recently appoinied Re- 
sources Development Commis- 
sion to enquire into, but if these 
expectations are proved by the 
Committee to he substantially: 
justified, then the shipbuilding in- 
dustry of the Colony will be in a 
far different position to what itis 
now—wholly depondent onthe 
importations of foreign metals. 
Taking these things together and 
looking at the general situation, 
it would seem that shipbuilding 
in Hongkong is destined to have 
a bright future before it. 


QUITE DEFINITE. 


Just a word or two in answer 
to the correspondent wha, wrote 
to us yesterday “regarding our 
statements on the Irish problem.

measures or suspended Acts 
already on ‘the Statute Book. 
We meant Engkshmen—the 
great majority of the men at 
Home, who are as heartily: tired 
as our correspondent “must te of 
this question that only needs a 
litte sane and firm handling to 
be fully dissipated. But one point 
not to be forgotten is that English 
statesmen, tired of attempting to 
solve the problem, once referred 
the whole business to a Conven- 
tion of Irishmen, who, however, 
eculd not evolve 2 scheme to 
satisfy their own wishes.

A HUGE FINE. 


Just before thedeparture of the 
Empress of Japan for Vancouver 
yesterday morning, , “a - large 
opium seizure was ‘effected on 
board by Revenue Officer Wildin 
and his party of searchers. 
Twelve thousand. dollars’ worth 
of opium» wag discovered in 
two baskets in the European 
stewards’ cabin. The "possession 
of the drug was admittedby a 
'Chinese cabin boy,-who appar- 
ently, believing that the cabin 
would be immune from search, 
had placed the baskets there 
earlier in the. day. At ‘the 
Magistracy to-day, the cabin 
boy was charged, and pleaded 
guilty to the charge of being in 
possession of-the opium, which 
amounted to some 1,050 taels. As 
the ordinance stipulates that the 
fine imposed in such cases be ten 
timea the value of the opium, a 
fine of $120,000 was imposed. The 
alternative was a term of six 
months' imprisonment. Needless 
to say, the prisoner: kept the 
fortune represented in the fine, if 
he had it, and elected to serve 
his tev.n, :

Civil Service Salaries Commission 

_to the splendid magnificence and 
ample emoluments enjoyed by the 

. Chief Justice and his colleagues in this 
country. Small wonder that the local 
press shouldsometimestimidly enquire 
whether the public purse can proper- 
ly. carry such a strain or that Chinese 
and British merchants and miners 
should aspire ‘o an income equal to 
the salary of a Puisne Judge as the 
height of their ambition.
